SOME FEATURES, 


VOTED, HOWEVER, TO REPORT 


BOTH ANXIOUS TO HAVE 


CANAL BUILT. 


Washington, Dec. 6.—The senate 


committee on foreign relations today 
voted to report favorably the new 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty providing foi 
-the construction of an isthmian canal. 


The committee was in session for 


almost two hours and went over in 
detail the provisions of the conven- 
tion* No votes were cast against it, 
hut it was criticised very sharply by 
Senators Money and Bacon, who 
found in it many of the objections 
which they urged against the old 
treaty. They took especial exception 
to the provision continuing in force 
the neutrality provision of the Olay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty and also made ob- 
jection to the clause specifically 
authorizing the United States to po- 
lice the canal as placing a limitation 
upon the power of this country to ab- 
solutely control it. The contention 
was made that the effect of the treaty 
as sent to the senate would be to de- 
prive the United States of control of 
-the canal in case of war. Especial at- 
tention was called to the provision in 
the preamble of the pending* treaty 
reserving article 8 of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty from the repeal pro- 
vision of the new treaty. 
The 'por- 


tion of this article of the old treaty 
to which especial objection was made 
reads as follows: 


"In granting, however, their joint 


protection to any such canals or rail- 
ways as are by this article specified, 
it is always understood by the Unite'! 
•States and Great Britain that the 
parties constructing or owning the 
same shall impose no other charges 
or conditions of traffic thereupon than 
the aforesaid governments shall ap- 
prove of as just and equitable; and 
that the same canals or railways, be- 
ing open to the citizens and subjects 
of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain on equal terms, shall also be open 
on like terms to the citizens and sub- 
jects of every other state which is 
willing to grant thereto such protec- 
tion as the United States anu Great 
Britain engage to afford." 


Senators Money and Bacon did not 


go to the extent of voting against 
the report of the treaty, and they 
acknowledge they are anxious to see 
it ratified because of their great de- 
sire to have the canal built, Still, 
they insisted that the treaty as it 
now stands is very objectionable in 
case of the contingency of war. 


Senator JTrye presided 
over the 


meeting and he authorized Senator 
Lodge to report the treaty to the sen- 
ate on Monday next in case there 
should be an, executive session on 
that day. 


It also was the sense of the commit- 


tee that the consideration of the 
treaty should be pressed as speedily 
as possible in the senate, some sena* 
tors expressing the hope that action 
might he secured before the adjourn- 
ment for the holidays, The commit- 
tee also voted to recommend that the 
injunction of secrecy be removed from 
the treaty.

:o the turpentine quarters near Opp 
to arrest a negro accused of stealing

negro was -barricaded in his cabin 
and fired on the men as they ap- 
proached. He and about^fifty of his 
fellow workmen were ill the house. 
A general battle ensued in which 
Dorsey was killed and Atkhrson and 
a white man of the name of Fitz- 
siramons, who was with them, were 
wounded.

Mrs. Christian Salge, residing at

gram Thursday evening notifying 
ier that the funeral of her son, Henry 
Salge, was to occur in that city today, 
and asking her to attend the service. 
The message -was signed by a St. 
Louis undertaker and was the first 
intimation that friends in this city 
had received that Mr. Salge was even 
ill. They are greatly mystified by 
the message. 


Henry Salge, who is about 45 years 


of age, left Fort Wayne some three 
years ago and has been employed in 
the Lemp brewery at St. Louis. 
A 


sister also resides in that city, pre- 
sumably not far -from Mr. Salge's 
boarding place, but no word had come 
from her concerning the brother's 
illness or death, and the family is to- 
tally at sea concerning it, but believe 
the death may have been accidental 
and that the sister has not been noti- 
fied, possibly for the reason that those 
who are caring for the* remains did 
not know of Salge's relatives in St 
Louis* 


Telegrams were quickly sent direct- 


ing that the remains be- brought to 
Fort Wayne for burial instead of 
liolding the funeral services at St. 
Louis today as was the original plan, 
and asking for more information 
upon the matter, 
Mr, Salge was a 


widower and his four children make 
their home with the .grandmother in 
this city. He also has a number of 
brothers and sisters in Fort Wayne, 


This afternoon 
a telegram 
from 


the sisters in St. Louis asked that 
some member of the family come to 
that city. Christ. Salge, a brother of 
the dead man, will leave this even- 
ing for St, Louis.

WAS IN A BT7NAWAY NEAR

Prominent Farmer Suffers a Broken 


Leg and Two Fractured Bibs-

William Wyahourn, one of the old 


residents and well known substantial 
farmers 'of Madison township, was 
seriosly hurt in a runaway accident 
near 
Monroeville yesterday. Mr.

terday's incident was productive of 
more disastrous results in a bunion 
than the balance of his experiences 
put together, -Nobody knows how 
the thing occurred except Mr, Wyn- 
bourn himself, and he has been too 
busy trying to keep himself from 
falling apart since the accident to 
give any succinct account of it. It 
s known, however, that he was drrv- 
.ng a spirited team attached to an 
ordinary farm wag-on and that the 
horses became unmanageable. 
The 


wagon was wrecked, otie of the horses 
was slightly injured, and Mr, Wya- 
bourn was badly hurt.

.eg and two broken libs was all the 
doctors could find out was the matter 
with him until 
after the swelling 


subsided. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the victim of the accident is 
rather advanced in years and that 
his injuries are distressing and pain- 
ful, he does not regard them as be- 
.ng serious himself; on the contrary 
he told the doctor after he kad bound 
him together that he'd "fii them 
colts before they -were a year older."

Washington, Dec. 0.—The senatr 


committee on foreign, relations today 
voted to report favorably the new 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty providing foi 
the construction of an isthmian canal. 


The committee was hi session for 


almost two hours and went over in 
detail the provisions of the conven- 
tion. No votes were cast against it. 
but it was criticised very sharply by 
Senators Money and Bacon, who 
found in it many of the objections 
which they urged against the old 
treaty. They took especial exception 
to the provision continuing in force 
the neutrality provision of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty and aho made ob- 
jection to the clause 
specifically 


authorizing the United States to po- 
lice the canal as placing a limitation 
upon the power of this country to ab- 
solutely control it. The contention 
wns made that the effect of the treaty 
•as sent to the senate, would be to de- 
prive the United States of control cf 
the canal In case of war. Especial at- 
tention was called to the provision in 
the preamble of the pending treaty 
reserving article 8 of the Claylon- 
Bulwer treaty from the repeal pro- 
vision of the new treaty. 
The por- 


tion of this article of the old treaty 
to which especial objection was made 
reads as follows: 


"In granting, however, their joint 


protection to any such canals or rail- 
ways as are by this article specified. 
it is always understood by the United 
•States and Great Britain that the 
parties constructing or owning the 
same shall impose no other charges 
or conditions of traffic thereupon than 
the aforesaid governments shall ap- 
prove of as just and equitable; and 
that the same canals or railways, "be- 
ing open to the citizens and subjects 
of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain on equal terms, shall also be open 
on like terms to the citizens and sub- 
jects of every other state which is 
•willing to grant thereto such prote:- 
tion as the United States and Great, 
Britain engage to afford." 


Senators Money and Bacon did not 


go to the extent of voting against 
the report of the treaty, and they 
acknowledge they are anxious to see 
it ratified because of their great de- 
sire to have the canal built. Still, 
they insisted that the treaty as it 
now stands is very objectionable in 
case of the contingency of war. 


Senator JFrye presided 
over the 


meeting and he authorized Senator 
Lodge to report ths treaty to the sen- 
ate on Monday next in case there 
should be an executive session, on ] 
that day. 


It also was the sense of the commit- 


tee that the consideration of the 
treaty should be pressed as speedily 
as possible in the senate, some sena- 
tors expressing the hope that action 
might be secured before the adjourn- 
ment for the holidays. The conim't- 
tes also voted to recommend that the 
injunction o£ secrecy be removed from 
the treaty.

General Wood 
announced himself as a strong advo- 
cate of reciprocal tariff relations be- 
tween Cuba and the United States, 
His idea is that this country should 
grant the new republic certain reas- 
onable tariff concessions, especially 
on sugar and tobacco, and receive in 
return concessions which will enable 
the United States 
to sell to Cuba 


much that is now sold by Europeans. 
This trade, he believes, is worth hav-

country. The value of the American 
products imported wa» 71,638,219 


yen.

6,874,531 yen.

country and should be put to death. 
Yet, the legislature of Ohio will send 
such a man to a stoneyard for three 
months, and a man who steals" a cow 
from one to seven years in the peni- 
tentiary."

Brown, expressed his respect for the 
society and its officers' in an attempt 
to benefit mankind, but said that if 
it were the purpose of the society to 
kill men for abandonment of child'.en 
he could not serve as director, and 
therefore tendered his resignation, as 
he did not believe in killing anybody 
for crime.

A water famine is threatened in 


Central Ohio and some of the rail- 
ways crossing that state are already 
experiencing trouble in 'supplying 
water for steam purposes.

been temporarily abandoned and the 
engines draw th«ir supply at Arca- 
dia. The water from the latter sta- 
tion is of an inferior quality, 'has a 
tendency to foam in the boilers and 
must be treated with anti-foam chem- 
icals, which makes its use rather ex- 
pensive. There appears to be plenty 
of water at all the stations in this 
state, though the water in the 
streams is lower than it has been for 
several years.
